I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1964. 

The  report  is  prepared  and  will  be  circulated  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations ?  1959. 

Allowing  for  the  smallness  of  numbers  under  consid¬ 
eration  the  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  With  only  thirty-seven 
deaths  the  comparative  death  rate  was  8.4  (the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  Borough)  compared  with  11.3  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

There  was  no  increased  incidence  of  notifiable  dis¬ 
ease. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Teasdale,  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  co-operation  and  help  during  the  year 
and  for  his  assistance  in  preparing  this  report,  and  to 
my  clerk.  Miss  J.  Shirley  for  her  efficient  services. 

It  always  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge ,  in  my 
Annual  Report,  the  courtesy  and  consideration  which  I 
have  received  from  members  of  the  Council  during  the 
year,  but  this  year,  being  the  twenty-fifth,  during  which 
I  have  had  the  privilege  of  serving  your  Council,  I  would 
like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  made  my  assoc¬ 
iation  with  the  Council  during  this  long  time  rewarding 
and  pleasing.

Nature  of  the  District 


Shaftesbury  is  an  ancient  Borough  with  strong 
historical  connections.  It  is  a  market  town  supply¬ 
ing  the  requirements  of  the  farming  community  in 
the  surrounding  districts.

A 
laundry  and  egg  packing  station  are  recent  acquisitions 
in  the  Borough.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  further  indust¬ 
rial  development.

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  properties  in  the  Borough  are  served  by  a 
public  water  supply  with  the  exception  of  one  prop¬ 
erty  having  a  sati sfac tory  private  supply.  Twenty- 
one  properties  (thirty  four  persons)  are,  however, 
still  served  by  standpipe  supplies. 

The  public  supply  is  provided  by  the  ’Vest  Wilts 
Water  Board.  Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained 
between  officers  of  j^our  Council  and  those  of  the  Board. 


Regular  sampling  of  the  supply  at  source,  by  the 
Board  and,  in  the  course  of  distribution,  by  your 
officers  has  been  carried  out. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality  throughout  the  year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Certain  extensions  of  the  sewers  were  undertaken 
during  1964  by  private  developers  as  preliminaries  to 
new  housing  estates  with  a  view  to  them  being  taken 
over  on  completion  by  the  Council  as  public  sewers. 

These  involved  a  small  estate  of  nine  houses  at 
French  Mill  Lane  and  the  first  instalment  of  the  new 
Barton  Hill  Estate,  in  this  case  fifteen  houses  only 
to  be  served  as  an  extension  from  the  Crookhays  sewer. 
The  remainder  of  this  large  estate  will  require  to  be 
sewered  from  a  main  sewer  through  the  new  industrial 
estate.  In  addition,  work  has  commenced  on  the 
Littledown  Estate ,  the  majority  of  which  is  sited  in 
the  Rural  District  area  and  where  agreement  has  been 
reached  with  the  Rual  District  Council  for  these 
houses  to  drain  into  the  Borough  sewers.  In  order 
not  to  jeopardise  building  in  the  Borough  area  and  to 
prevent  sur-charging  of  the  existing  sewers,  a  dupli¬ 
cate  sewer  has  had  to  be  constructed  in  Grosvenor 
Road, 


Preliminary  work  is  now  proceeding  for  the  survey¬ 
ing  of  the  ground  preparatory  to  laying  new  sewers  in 
the  Wincombe  Lane  area  to  take  the  first  stage  of  the 
industrial  development  and  the  accompanying  Council 
housing  projects. 

This  increased  development  and  further  proposals 
for  development  have  emphasised  the  deficiencies  of 
the  existing  disposal  system  to  such  an  extent  that 
emergency  measures  had  to  be  adopted  in  the  spring  to 
minimise  the  pollution  of  streams  in  the  Holyrood  Farm 
area.  This  work  included  complete  overhaul  of  all 
the  outlet  sluices,  the  construction  of  new  irrigation 
channels  and  a  revision  of  the  system  of  disposal  by 
a  rota  of  areas  to  be  used. 

Whilst  this  has  improved  the  position  and  con¬ 
siderably  reduced  the  pollution,  it  is  by  way  of 
being  a  stop  gap  measure,  and  coupled  with  recurring 
troubles  in  the  Enrnore  Green  and  Long  Cross  areas, 
has  made  it  more  imperative  than  ever  that  a  new  and 
larger  sewage  disposal  works  be  constructed  as  early 
as  possible.  To  this  end,  the  Council  have  inst¬ 
ructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  the 
necessary  detailed  drawings  and  forms  for  application 
to  the  Ministry  for  consent  for  the  work  to  proceed. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  construction  work  will 
c  omme nc  e  dur i ng  1965. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


There  has  still  been  no  change  in  the  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  collection  or  disposal  of  refuse.  The 
kerbside  collection  of  dustbins  remains,  as  ever,  the 
same  unsatisfactory  method,  with  its  accompanying 
liability  to  nuisance.  Whilst  every  attempt  is  made 
to  see  that  bins  do  not  remain  on  pavements  longer 
than  necessary,  the  time  schedule  is  frequently  upset 
and  where  occupiers  forget  to  put  out  the  bins,  the 
collection  ceases  to  be  weekly,  or  more  time  is  spent 
going  over  ground  already  traversed.  Insufficient 
consideration  has  been  given  to  alternative  methods, 
and  in  this  case,  cost  seems  to  take  precedence  wer 
public  health  requirements,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
latter. 

If  the  anticipated  industrial  and  housing  devel¬ 
opment  takes  place  (with  the  increased  rateable  income) 
an  excellent  opportunity  Would  arise  to  substitute  the 
paper  sack  method  of  refuse  collection  for  the  dustbin 
me thod. 

There  is  little  doubt  tfchat  the  day  will  come  when 
Local  Authorities  will  have  to  adopt  new  methods  in 
refuse  collection  and  as  far  as  your  Borough  is  concer¬ 
ned  this  would  be  an  appropriate  time  to  consider  the 
matter. 

The  same  remarks,  to  a  large  extent,  apply  to  the 
disposal.  In  spite  of  organisation  of  the  very 
limited  labour  force,  and  of  the  work  of  the  Rodent 
Officer  and  his  staff,  the  mount  of  refuse  gives  rise 
to  continual  rat,  fly  and  smoke  nuisance.  This  mount 
does  not  improve  the  amenities  of  the  area,  but  until 
definite  arrangements  are  made  with  other  local  author¬ 
ities  for  Joint  efforts  to  be  made,  to  their  mutual 
advantage,  I  can  see  no  improvement  in  the  nuisance, 
but  on  the  contrary,  a  gradual  worsening  of  it. 


ROADSIDE  SANITATION 


No  serious  public  health  nuisances  have  occurred 
in  your  Borough  from  unsatisfactory  roadside  sanitation. 
There  is  one  unofficial  lay-by  on  A 30  adjoining  the 
refuse  tip  which  enables  it  to  have  weekly  attention. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Consultations  have  been  held  with  Mr.  Brayshaw  of 
the  Rivers  Board  on  the  prevailing  conditions  at  Holyrood 
Farm,  Encore  Green  and  Long  Gross.  Of  these  the  most 

important  are  the  conditions  at  Holyrood  Farm,  where  the 
pollution  has  been  alleviated  for  the  momen  te  Enmore  Green 
area  is  as  bad  as  ever  but  there  is  little  prospect  of  any 
improvement  until  the  new  sewage  disposal  system  is  in  oper¬ 
ation.  To  a  lesser  degree  the  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Long 
Cross  area.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1965 


This  important  public  health  measure  came  into 
operation  during  the  year.  Surprisingly ,  unlike 
other  Acts  designed  to  improve  the  environmental  con¬ 
dition  of  persons  or  employees,  e.g.  the  Public  Health 
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Acts  or  the  Factory  Acts,  public  health  inspectors,  as 
such,  were  not  referred  to  in  the  Act,  nor  was eny  spec 
ific  duty  placed  on  the  medical  officers  of  health. 

Nevertheless,  under  a  medical  officers  general 
statutory  duty  to  comment  in  this  report  on  ’any  other 
matters  on  which  he  may  consider  it  desirable  to  rep¬ 
ort..*.’  I  feel  that  it  is  not  inappropriate  to 
comment  on  the  working  of  this  Act  in  your  district.

SWIMMING-  BATHS 


There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough 
provided  by  the  Council. 

The  bacterial  purity  of  the  water  remained  good 
throughout  the  warm  summer,  all  samples  taken  showing 
a  nil  reading  as  far  as  B.  Coli  were  concerned.  In 
spite  of  this  the  Ph. value  of  the  water  remained  con¬ 
sistently  high,  due  firstly  to  the  hardness  cf  the  water 
and  secondly,  it  is  surmised,  to  the  use  of  cement  paint 
for  the  colouring  and  water  proofing  of  the  bath  walls 

In  addition,  the  method  of  filtration  is  inade¬ 
quate  for  the  proper  filtration  and  water  change  dail^ 
Estimates  have  been  received  for  the  installation  of 
larger  pumps  and  efficient  mechanised  filters,  but 
because  of  cost,  this  installation  has  not  been  accep¬ 
ted  for  the  time  being. 

In  order  to  overcome  the  high  alkalinity,  it  has 
been  decided  to  scrape  off  the  accumulation  of  cement 
paint  and  to  treat  the  sides  and  bottom  of  the  bath 
with  chlorinated  rubber  paint  and  to  re-render  the 
floor  of  the  pool.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  count¬ 
eract  the  tendency  of  the  water  to  become  very  turbid, 
and  offset  the  danger  of  persons  not  being  seen  under 
water.

ision  is  made  for  men  and  women,  the  women  s  portion 
being  provided  with  washing  facilities,  cold  water  with 
soap  and  paper  towels. 

An  additional  convenience  for  both  sexes  is  urgen¬ 
tly  required  at  the  Coppice  Street  car  park. 

Much  as  one  would  like  to  see  all  the  conveniences 
provided  with  adequate  washing  facilities  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  personal  and  food  hygiene,  one  hesitates  to  ad¬ 
vocate  expenditure  in  this  direction  so  long  as  the 
vandalism  so  often  occurring  at  the  conveniences,  per¬ 
sists. 


HOUS  INC- 


Efforts  to  deal  with  sub-standard  houses  in  the 
town  are  fated  to  meet  with  little  success  until  new 
houses  are  provided  by  the  Council  to  re-house  the 
occupants. 
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Apart  from  eleven  old  peoples  homes  built  in  1955, 
only  nine  new  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Council  in 
thirteen  years,  and,  as  private  owners  appear  to  be  prov¬ 
iding  less  and  less  houses  to  let  every  year,  the  only 
authority  in  a  position  to  provide  such  houses  is  the 
Local  Authority. 

At  the  moment  there  is  little  encouragement  to  seek 
to  improve  housing  conditions  as  replacements  are  not 
available,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  persons  living  in 
houses  made  subject  to  demolition  orders,  years  ago,  are 
still  living  in  the  same  house  under  the  same  or  worsening 
conditions. 

The  only  improvement  taking  place  occurs  in  the  few 
cases  where  owner- occupiers  apply  for  and  obtain  improve¬ 
ment  grants.  In  1964,  these  numbered  seven  showing  a 
decrease  of  five  over  1963  emphasising  the  general  trend 
of  gradual  decrease  as  less  existing  houses  become  avail¬ 
able  for  purchase  and  consequent  improvement  by  owner- 
occupiers. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  draft  Town  Map  and  the 
commencement  of  new  industrial  development  with  its 
accompanying  new  housing  projects  will  infuse  new  life 
into  the  housing  conditions  of  the  Borough  and  give 
some  fresh  impetus  to  the  improvement  of  sub-standard 
houses  in  the  area.
